•bout the year 08, at. which tiinu thurowiui 
imich contention aniont; tliu eastern mid 
western churchen as to what dny the festi- 
val should bo obhcrvud. It wji!> tinally or- 
dained at tho council of .Nice in tho year 
335 that it must be observed throughout 
tho Christian world on tile same day. This 
decision settled that Kjister.should be kept 
upon the Sunday lirot after the fourteenth 
day of the. llr.si .luwinh month, but no gun- 
em! conclusion was urrivud at as to the 
cycle by which tho festival was to bo regu- 
lated, and some churches adopted ono rule 
and 1-011,0 another. This diversity of usagu 
was put an end to, and tho Koujnn rule 
makiiiK Kat-ler tlio llrst Sunday after tho 
fourteenth day of tho calendar moon wan 
established in England in tif>9. Aftor nine 
conturiub a tlit.cn puncy In the keeping of 
Easter was caused by the authorities of. tho 
KnKli.sh church declining to adopt the icf- 
ormntlon of tho Grcgoriun 
calundar in 


1682. 
Tho difference was bettled in 170U 


by the adoption of the rule, which makes 
Eastei day always tho lirtt Sunday after 
the lull moon which appears on or noxo 
after the twenty-first (lay of March. If tho 
full moon happens upon a Sunday, Easter 
is tho Sunday after.—Ladles' Home Jour- 
nal.

Washington, April 22.—The north At- 


lantic squadron has sailed for Havana 
from Key W«st. The decision to tu-nd 
the fleet was reached Thursday after- 
noon and was guarded as closely a.» pos- 
sible. Hurried orders were dispatched 
to the fleet to establish a blockade of the 
entrance of the harbor of Havana Im- 
.mediately. The fleet later on will be 
BupporUd by troops, which will be dis- 
patchvd to Cuba as soon as. in the opin- 
ion of the president. It is possible to use 
them advantageously in the occupation 
of the Island. Meanwhile as rapidly as 
troops can be rushed to Key West and 
other points on the south Atlantic and 
KUlf coasts they will be hurried forward. 
It Is believed that it will take 10 days tu 
concentrate at the coast an army of suf- 
ficient size with the necessary supplies 
to make an effective rarnpiiign. It is the 
purpose to gather those troopH.and then 
make a sharp, decisive movement. 


Great difficulty was experienced in 


learning the details of the operations, 
and Secretary I.OIIK rcfut-ed even to ad- 
mit that orders had been sent to the 
fleet; but subsequent confirmation was 
obtained of a tumor tlia.1 orders had 
been sent, coupled with the surprising 
Information that the fleet actually had 
sailed. 


The squadron under Captain Samp- 


son's command makes a splendid array 
of fine vessels, comprising battleship* 
such as the Iowa and lmlin.na: monitors 
like the Puritan, Terror and Amphltrlte; 
armed cruisers like the New York, llaK- 
iihip, protected 
cruisers suc'h as the 


Cincinnati, Marblehead and Montgom- 
ery; gunboats like th« Vicksburg, Wil- 
mington and Annapolis: regular torpedo 
boats, such as thp Ericsson, Gushing, 
Wlnsiow and the like; not to spuak of 
the larpe number of fast yachts and 
other vessels that ha\e been added to 
the fleet by purchase. This force Is qulta 
competent to blockade all trie ports In 
Cuba, oral least all of the ports connect- 
ing by rail with Havana, and so likely 
to be used to supply that place with food 
and munitions of war. This statement 
Is to be taken with the understanding 
that it does not contemplate the coming 
to Cuban waters of the Spanish fleet. 
In such case, however, the probable 
policy would be to abandon the blockade 
and endeavor to force the Spanish tleet 
to battle. 


Naval experts say that, leaving out 


of consideration the question of the rel- 
ative strength of personnel, the Spanish 
force Is at lea«t equal and probably 
much superior In some respects to Com- 
modore ScKley's fleet. It is not believed 
that the Spanish will undertake to cross 
the Atlantic and attack Commodore 
Schley on his own base, but it would 
seem to be equally Impracticable for the 
commodore to take his flying squadron 
across to attack the Spaniards, unless 
he Is re-enforced. The threat of the 
Spanish newspapers to give us a sur- 
prise In the shape of a naval vis' 'Jon 
does not cause particular uneasiness at 
the navy 
department, and. although 


nothing positive Is known as to the des- 
tination of the Spanish squadron, it is 
surmised that it will start on its re- 
turn to Spain, 1000 miles distance from 
Cape Verde, thus indicating a purpose 
to await an engagement In their own 
waters. It Is not believed that the Span- 
ish naval cpmmander would run the 
risk of taking his torpedo flotilla across 
the Atlantic in the attempt to defend 
either Porto Rico or Havana. In the 
present stormy season on the north At- 
lantic the flotilla would have all it could 
do to keep afloat, and would be exposed 
to destruction at the hands of the small- 
est swift cruiser to Intercept it.
